ACCIDENT AT MOUNT HOLLY, N. C. 


| Professor Perry Ascends in a Balloon, In- 
_~—s tending to Make a Jump and Descend 
«fm a Parachute—A Tragedy Ensues. 


Cmantorre, N. C., August 9.—[Special.]— 
There was an exciting scene at Mount Holly 
thir grounds this afternoon. Proiessor W. K. 
Perry, the ,celebrated aeronaut of the Ameri- 
can Balloon company, was to make his mar- 
velous leap to the earth after ascending to a 
height of three-quarters of a mile, descendiug 
by the aid of a parachute. 

At five o’clock, everything being in readi- 
ness, the dazzling feat was attempted in the 
presence of fifteen hundred people. The 
crowd watched the man climbing into the air, 
with bated breath. 

When the balloon had traveled upwards about 
seven hundred feet the crowd discovered that 
it was bursting, gas could be seen shooting out, 
and soon the canvas cloth 

BEGAN TO DROP. 

As Professor Perry was holding on under the 
parachute he was not aware of his terrible situ- 
uation. Thecrowd became frantic with ex- 
citement. Yells went up and pistols were fired 
to attract the man’s attention, but all of no 
avail. 

Seon, how@ver, all the gas and air in the 
balloon was exhausted, and twitchiug, jerk- 
ing and whirling it began to fall downward. It 
was too late to loosen the parachute from the 
wrecked balloon, but for some distance it was 
suceessivlly engineered. “Che balloon causing 
the parachute to capsize, all came down

TERRIBLE CRASH TO THE EARTH. 

The crowd rushed around to the unfortunate 
man. and every attention was given him, but 
for twenty minutes he did not move or show 
gipis of life. 

The fall is variously estimated at from one 
to four hundred feet. Professor Perry was 
brought here tonight and is being treated by 
the best medical skillin the city. Many of his 
bones are broken, but physicians think it is 
possible for him to recover. He weighs 180 
pounds. 

11 p. m.—At this hour the chances for Pro- 
fessor Perry’s recovery are not good. Physic- 
jans think it is hardly probable that he can re- 


cover. 


A TERRIFIC EXPLOSION 


By Which Two Men Were Killed and Several 
Injured. 

Pittrspurc, August 9.—Thero was a terrific 
explosion of a natural gas main on the south 
side this evening which resulted in the killing 
of twomen imstantly, fatally injuring two 
more, and seriously injuring some fifteen oth- 
ers. Booth & Fiynn were testing a thirty- 
inch gas main, wiich they had laid for the 
Monongahela Natural Gas company. Their 
workinen were testing the main before turn- 
ing on the natural gas by means of compressed 
air. They ran the pressure up to seventy-five 
pounds per square ineh, when the dead cap on 
the end of the pipe blew up, 

SCATTERING DEBRIS IN EVERY DIRECTIGN. 

Several hundred’ workmen employed in’ the 
fron mills near by were returning home, and a 
number of them stopped along the trench to 
watch the.experimenut. They were struck by 
debris and flying missiles as though a bomb 
had exploded. The pipe was braced with 
heavy timbers and these were hurled into the 
crowd with terrific force. Workmen and 
spectators were thrown down by the force of 
the explosion and one of the killed was hurled 
against a brick house and had his “neck 


bepken. 
A GENERAL STAMPEDE FOLLOWED 

the explosion, and a scene of the wildest ex- 
citement ensued. Thecries of injured could 
be heard for several squares. An investiga- 
tion showed that two men had been killed out- 
right and about fifteen others injured, two of 
them fatally.

Admiral Kimberly's Eiforts to Relieve 


Distress. 


WaAsHIncton, August 9.—Under date of 


July 1, Admiral Kimberly reports to the navy 
department from Apia, Samoa, that the fath- 
ers of the Catholic mission there had requested 
help from him to relieve the pressing want of 
food then existing. Upon his return from 
Pago-Pago, in a smail vessel chartered for the 
trip, he brought back with him from the Monon- 
gahela 6,000 pounds of biscuit, 2,439 pounds of 
rice, 1,000 pounds of oat-meal, 1,000 pounds of 
corn meal, 1.000 pounds of hominy, 1,000 
pounds of wheat flour, and 115 gallons of beans, 
which, in accordance with the department’s 
letter of May 24th. he deemed it wise nad 

roper to turn over to the Catholic mission for 
Ristribution among the distressed Samoans. 
The Monongahela still bas for issue large 
quantities of the same stores. The admiral 
writes: 

“There is undoubtedly a great scarcity of 
food at present, but I do not appreliend any 
loss of life from famine, except possibly among 
the old and feeble, as there are cocoanuts 
sufiicient to exist on now, and these will soon 
be helped out by the approaching harvest of 
bread irnit, and later by bananas.”’ 

From the translation of a letter from the 
Catholic fathers to Admiral Kiinberly, solicit- 
ing aid, which accompanies the admiral’s 
communication, it appears that there are 160 
students in attendance upon the course of in- 
struction given at their college at Apia. The 
fathers state that they have 420 people under 
their charge for whom succor is necessary.

The Treasury Ready to Exchange Them for 
Coin or Drafts. 


WaAsHINGTON, August 9.—The treasurer of 
the United States- has issued the following 
circular: 

Subjee: to the convenience of the treasury, the as- 
sistant treasurer of the United States, at New York, 
will receive deposits of gold coin or currency, or 
drafts payable to his order, collectable through the 
clearing house, in amounts not less than $1,009, re- 
turns for which will be made in small denomira~ 
tions of new United States notes and silver certifi- 
cates, as may be available when deposits are nade, 
’ shipment to be made by the treasurer of the United 
States on receipt of the original certificate ot de- 

sit of the New York office. Express charges will 

deducted from such remittances at government 
contract rates, when currency is forwarded, 

The above “‘nofice” is intended to apply to 
all banks and bankers throughout the country, 
who inay see fit to avail themselves of its ad- 
Vantages.

IN OLD FORT SUMTER 


The Colors Kun Up for the Third Time 
Since 1861. 

CuHareeston, 8S. C., Augast 9—[Special]— 

There was a memorable. gathering within tbe 

walls of Fort Sumter this afternoon, where, 


for the third time since 1861,the stars and 


stripes were thrown to the breeze. The occa- 
sion was the mustering in of the first white 
post of the Grand Army of the Republic ever 
organized in South Carolina. It is called 
Major Robert Anderson post, in honor of the 
gallant defenders. Representation of the 
Grand Army of the Republic were present 
from New York, Connscticut, Massachusetts, 
Khiode Island, Pennsylvania and Georgia. The 
government is so poor that there is 
not even ai flag staff on the old 
fort, norindeed, a national flag. The grand 
army men, however, who are composed of 
some of the best citizens of Charleston were 
equal tothe emergency. They provided the 
old fiag and erected a temporary staff on tlie 
identical spot where, on April 14, 181, the 
gallant Anderson hauled down his colors af- 
ter saluting them, and marched his littie gar- 
rison out with the honors of war, and where, 
on April 14, 1865, he ran the same colors up 
under the eyes of Henry Ward Beecher. 
Here on the parapet of the old 
fort, between two ten inch columbiades, 
which nearly thirty yearsago bellowed defti- 
ance to the union troops, Robort Ander- 
son post, of Charleston, was inaugurated. 
Several speeches were made by Surgeon 
Long, being ex-edjutant general of the depart- 
ment of New York; Lieutenant Howard, who 
steered the Monitor in her fight with the Mer- 
rimac in Hampton Roads, and other comrades. 
All the speeches were in a friendly tone. 

One member moved to elect President Har- 
rison an honorary membe., and the motion was 
adopted, but was subsequently ruled out, when 
the mustering oflicer explained that there were 
nohonorary members of the order, and that 
President Harrison was already a member. 
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FIGHTING IN HAWATI. 


An Attempt to Overthrow the Government 
Squelched. 

SAN Francisco, August 9.—The steamer 
Australia, from Honolulu, brings news that 
on July 30th two half-white Hawaiians, 
named Robert Wilcox and Robert Boyd, with 
the aid of one hundred and fifty natives, made 
an armed attempt to overthrow the govern- 
The palace grounds and government 
house were taken possession of by the rioters. 
The Honoluiu Rifles were called out, anda 
skirmish ensued, in which seven Hawaiians 
were killed and twelve wounded. The rioters 
were at last compelled to surrender. 


THE WAR IN HAYTI.

liyppolite and Legitime $8til Exchanging 
A1iamunition. 

New York, August 9.—Purser Squire, of the 
steamer Alvo, of the Atlas line, which arrived 
from Hayti last night, brings Haytian news. 
The Alvo left St. Mark at 1 p. m.on July 26th 
and arrived at Port-Au-Prince at 6 p.m. on the 
same dav. When tle steamer came to anchor 
the noise of Hyppolite’s cannon could be dis- 
tinctly heard firing at the town. The attacking 
force was at the west of the place, about two 
niles away. With the aid of a powerful glass 
Purser Squire and the oificefs distinctly saw 
Hyppolite on the seacoast. The United States 
man-—of-war Ossippe lay in the harbor of Dort- 
Au-Prince and near her was anchored an Eng- 
lish and Spanish man-of-war.. A tugboat 
named Panama, formerly belonging in the 
United States, of about 120 tons burden, was 
there, too. She carried a few heavy guns and 
was in Legitime’s service. 

During the afternoon of the 26th of July, 
the Panama was ordered around to where she 
could attack Ilyppolite’s bombarding party in 
the right flank. As soon as the little tug gdt 
within firing distance she began to blaze away. 
She kept it up until darkness set in. The 
bombarding by Hyppolite’s forces was kept up 
allnight. The Alvo left the next morning. 
Legitime lost two men during the fiercest of 
the fight. One was ki:led instantly, the other 
lived a day. Hyppolite’s losses can be 
reckoned in hundreds, itis said. The gatling 
guns used by Hyppolite played sad havoe with 
the outskirts of Port-au-Prince. _ Officers ,on 
the Ossippe said to the people oft the Alvo 
that they (the Ossippe’s officers) had become 
used to continued firing and dv not mind it a 
bit. 


Caught in the Machinery. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., August 9.—As Walter 
Crews, a fifteen-year-old boy, was playing in 
the Clark saw,mill, in East Jacksonville, late 
vesterday afternoon, his clothing caught in 
the hoisting machinery, the shaft of which 
was making 300 revolutions per minate. He 
was Whirled about for nearly a minute and 
terribly injured before he could be released. 
When extricated both legs were found to be 
broken’ one arm fractured and his left shoul- 
der dislocated, besides severe laceration of 
other parts of his body. The boy did not lose 
ecnsciousness during the dressing of his 
wounds, but the shock and internal injuries 
resulted in death carly this morning.

Hungarians Not Understanding the Terms 
of Seitiement of the Strike, Visit the 
Mines and Drive the Men Away. 


ScOTTYSDALE, Pa., August 9.—The Hunga- 
rians at Morewood refused to go to work this 
morning, because they did not understand 
that the strike was settled. Hearing that the 
Aliee and Bessemer works were running, they 
formed a howling mob of about tive hundred 
and started for those plants. The men at the 
Alice mines were warned in timeand fied. 
Upon reaching Tipple, the mob tore the boards 
off and started the coal wagons down the 
slope to wreck them and block the entrance so 
that no coal could be hoisted. They went to 
Bessemer, and on the way met John M. Dag- 
ton, who was riding in a buggy. He tried to 
persuade them to stop and return to work, but 
the infuriated mob

and beat and cut him so badly that his life is 
despaired of. The Hungarians reached Besse- 
mer and wentto the house of an old man 
rained Gilhooly to look for the mine boss. 
Failing to find him there, the old man was 
beaten and the windows of his house broken.

A MONTANA HANGING. 


George Brrson Executed for the Murder of 
His Mistress. 

MINNEAPOLIS, August 9.—A Journal Boul- 
der, Montana, special says: George Duncan 
Bryson was hanged here today. The drop fell 
at10:50a.m. Bryson was pronounced dead 
in seven minutes and was cut down at 10:03. 
Bryson was calm and collected to the last and 
maintained his innocence of the crime for 
which he suffered the death penalty. Bryson 
was hanged for the murder of Annie Linstrom, 
negr Helena, Montana, in September 1883. 
The woman was his mistress, and formerly 
lived in Minneapolis. Bryson persuaded her 
to gowith him to Montana. Sie was pos- 
sessed of a few bundred dollars which , Bryson 
squandered. It is sapposed that he then tired 
of her and killed her in order to get rid of her.

| THE BAMBULG VENDETTA. 


Two Families on the Warpath—The Killing 
of Bennett Langston. 

CHARLEsTon, S. C., August 9.—[Special. ]— 
The McDow verdict seems to te bearing its 
legitimate fruits, and the nimble pistol is once 
more at work in the Palmetto state. There 
has heen a dozen or more shooting and cutting 
scrapes in the state within the past week. 
Some of these have found their way through 
the Associated Press, but only in cases where 
death resuited. The last ocrurred in Laurens 
county yesterday, when B. W. Langford, a 
prominent citizen, shot and killed Bennett 
Langston, both white. A ‘vendetta between 
the Langfords fand Langstons has been de- 
clared, and both families are now on the war- 
path. In Bamburg there is alsoa vendetta 
on between the Prices and Stewarts, growing 
out of the caning and shooting scrape that oc- 
curred séveral days ago in Charleston. The 
colored man and brother is following closely in 
the footsteps of his white brother, and is using 
both the shotgun, pistol and razor with lively 
effect. There have been no less than five or 
six shooting and cutting scrapes here within 
the past three days. The News and Courier 
said editorially this morning: 

The state is smeared with blood from the seaboard 
tothe m@untains, and there is notelling who the 
next shot Will strike. What are we going to do 
about it? We need not try to disguise the fact that 
the administration of justice has falien into astate 
of innoctous cesuetude, aud the pvess and the 
pulpit should speak out now and all the time 
ngainst the violation of the law, and should de- 
nounce every iniscarriage of justice as a blot upon 
civilizatiou and an outrage upon humanity. 


TRADE INCREASING. 


Good Reports From All Parts of the Country 
—The Business Review. 

New Yorxk, August 9.—R.G. Dun & Co.’s 
review of trade for the week says: Changes in the 
business world during the week, though but slight, 
have all been in the right direction. There is a 
little better movement of products, some improve- 
ment in crop prospects, particulariy in cotton, and 
with more confidence and strength in the stock 
market, less chance of disturbing withdrawals of 
specic for Europe. 

IN MANUFACTURES 
all chenges are in the direction of improvement, 
and reporis from interior points indicate a volume 
of trade exceeding last year, and the wholesteadily 
increasing. Of allthe cities reporting this week 
scarcely onc notes dullness in trade, The glad news 
that the coke strike has ended removes the appre- 
y Peabo of closing many iron works iu the Pittsburg 
isi rict, 

The prices of iron and manufactured iron and 
steel had been advancing there, ana the upward 
tendency may now be checked, though at Philadel- 
phia there bas been confidence that the success of 
the Connellsville strikers and an advance in the 
wages of the coke workers would insure an advance 
of $l perton in pigiron. ‘The price has advanced 
about fiffy cents, and manufactarced iron is strong. 
The expected revival cf business in anthracite coal 
(joes not come yet, but there is some aciivity, and 
Reedinug 1s expected to adyance prices on Septein- 
ber ist. 

; IN WOOL AND WOOLENS, 
thereis not much change and while orders for 
dress goods, carpets and siaples continue tolerabiy 
free and there issome Gemand for clothing, buyers 
are disposed to deal closely because many houses 
still have part of last year’s stockon hand.

Sugar is strictly nominal, with six and a half 
cents quoted as above any bid at present obtain- 
able, and the narrative that an International syn- 
dicate is getting ready to buy Cuba from Spain, and 
to control all sources of supply of raw sugar, may 
be mentioned as indicating difficulties which the 
trust and the Magdeburg syndicate begin to realize. 

The etock market bas been stronger and advanc- 
ing on the rather thin theory that receht failures 
and the cons-quent distrust of commercial paper 
have driven investors to buy securities, Thereis,in 
fact, no such distrust, and money in ample supply 
for commercial uses is quoted at about the usual 
rates all over the country. A more rational ecx- 
planation is that railroads are assured of a large 
fall business, and so will be powerfuily pressed to 
adjust differences, if only for a time. 

The average price of more active stocks is about 
$1.60 per share higher than a week ago, and foreign 
realizing no longer appears. The tencency of capi- 
tal toward industrial combinations may paturaily 
have been checked of late, and this would lessen 
the disposition to realize on good securitie.. 

During the woek the treasury Jas taken in 
$1,000,000 more than it has paid out, but merchan- 
dise exports from New York for the weck were 
nearly thirty per cent above last year’s, with an in- 
crease Gf abouttwenty percentin imports.

A Boston Merchant Fails. 

Boston, August 9.—George W. Hollis, of the 
Hollis Dressed Beef and Weoltompany, made 
an assignment for the benefit of his creditors 
to Judge Asa French and N. E. Hollis. His 
embarrassment is caused by the failure of 
Brown, Steese & Clark. It is stated at the 
ofilice of the Hollis Dressed Beef and Wool 
company that Hollis’sj}embarassmentgwill not 
embarrass the company. jThe assignment 
causes considerable surprise, Hollis bigng cone 
sidered quite well-to-do. The assignees state 
that this action has been taken because flollis 
has consigned a large amount of wool to 

grown, Steese & Clark, on which he has re- 
ceived no advances, and he does not know how 
much stock he has to realize immediately in 
order to nfeet notes on which he is liable. 

M. F. Dickinson, Jr., counsel for Brown, 
Teese and Clark, saidtonight that a petition 
in insolvency would be filed Saturday.

-untary as faras Messrs Teese and Clark are 
concerned and involuntary in Brown’s case. 
Thecondition of the firm's affairs is such he 
considered that the only course to take. He 
has ascertained that the firm is on notes for 
the Primrose company, certainly $890,000. 
He has no precise knowledge of the wrong- 
doing on Brown’s part, and is ignorant of his 
whereabouts. Dickson went to Providence 
today to recover $125,000 werthof wool sold 
by Brown, Teese and Clark to the Riverside 
mill, but a return of the goeds was refused and 
he entered suit to recover. No traceof Brown 
has yet been obtained.

The procureur-general, 
continuing his address, charged that General 
Boulanger had held a veritablo political court 
at Clermont-Ferrand, when he was in com 
mand ef troopsthere. Me originated secret 
intrigues, and electoral agitation and system 
for corrupting officials. Notwithstanding 
these acts, he had written to the war office 
disclaiming any connection with ewhat had 
been done in his name. 

Iiere there’ were protests from senators be- 
longing to the party of the right. 
cureur-genera!l declared there were documents 
before the court which clearly marked the 
downward path of Doulanger from insubordi- 
nation to intrigue, falsehood and conspiracy. 
The zovernment also had evidence to show 
that Boulanger had tried to convey to Prince 
Bismark imformation that he (Boulanger) 
only desired to be appointed consul for life. 

Paris, August 9.—The precureur-general 
described tha proceedings of the league of pa 
triots at Rochefort and the initial steps of the 
attempt against the state which commenced 
with the scene at Lyons depot when Boulanger 
started for Clermont-Ferrand and continued 
until the Longchamps review when Boulanger 
was hiding in Paris awaiting the result of his 
manifesto.

A Church Argument Which Had a Faial 
Ending. 

MILLEGEVILLE, Ga., August 9,—[8pecial, ]—~ 
The report today from the battle of Walker 
chapel, seems to indicate that the reports of 
yesterday were a little suppressed. Those re- 
ported showed that there had been a fisticuff, 
terminating in the shooting of one deacon by 
another, whiie to-day’s investigation shows 
that the entire membership of the church were 
epgaged in the row, and that several negroes 
were beat up considerably. Henry] Samples, 
the negro that was shot, died last night. Tho 
investigation of the coroner’s jury resulted in 
a verdict of §voluntary manslaughter against 
Gus Reed.

Some say that 
a woman was at the bottom of it, while others 
claim that it grew out of achurch argument 
over regencration.

And Therefore Much is Being Made of Rer 
by the Negroes 

Brunswick, Ga., August 9%.—]Special.J— 
Brunswick is justnow wrestling with a prob- 
lem inthe shape of a negro woman named 
Sarah Holland, who is playing the crazy reli- 
gious on asmall scale, but much to the dis- 
comforture of many citizens. She came here 
some days ago and stretched her tent in a 
clump of trees on the suburbs. Each night 
since then she has held forth, professing to be 
the Virgin Mary, overshadowed oe the 
Holy Ghost, and. thus being abie to 
work miracies, such as making the 
blind see, the deaf hear, the lame walk, ete. 
The ignorant classes flock to hear her and sel- 
dom itis that they fail to plank down two 
dollars for the sake of being eternally blessed 
by the professed Virgin Mary.

The Discussion on Senator Rice’s Bill Develops a 
Sensation Which May Lead to en Investiga- 


When Senator Rice’s bill to legalize the bir- 
ing of misdemeanor convicts from one county 
by another came up in the senate yesterday it 
was with an amendment which created a stir. 

The genera) judiciary put in the proviso that 
the money arising fromthe hire of the con 
victs of one county by another should go to the 
officers of the court eonvicting the prisoners 
hired. ; 

To this Senators Strother and 8. R. Harris 
objected. 

‘I can’t agree to the amendenents attached 
to the bill,” said Mr. Strother, ‘‘the money, 
instead of going back to the county and letting 
it get the benefit as the counties do where the 
roads are worked, goes into the pockets of the 
solicitors and ofiicers of court.” 

Senator Bartlett supported the amendment. 
Wasit not right that they who do the work 
and get*‘an order on the insolvent fund, 
should get paid out of the hire of convicts who 
could pay no costs ? 

Senator Strother: 
proper to provide for solicitors in the smalier 
counties, why don’t vou dothatin the larger 
counties which hire the convicts from others ?”’ 

*We do that,’”’ said Senator Bartlett. 

“Not in this bill.”’ 

“We could not doso in this bill because it 
would be unconstitutional.” 

t He then referred to the personal expense 
which the ofticers of the courts have some- 
times to bear. 

‘*T thought they were paid fully in the larger 
counties,’’ said Senator Strother.”’ 

‘The gentleman misunderstood me. I will 
illustrate that. The insolvent cost, fine and 
forfeiture fund is larger in the larger counties 
and the solicitors come nearer getting paid. It 
Was a matter in which he had no personal in- 
terest, as Bibb county had her own chaingang 
and worked her own convicts.”’ 

Senator Itice said he drew the bill to enable 
counties which could work convicts to advant- 
age to hire them from other counties where 
the gangs were too small to work economically. 
Hie did not care how the money was distrib- 
uted. He was willing for it to go to the ofti- 
cers of court, but he did not want bis bill killed 
by the amendment. 

Mr. Barilett: ‘I hope you do not understand 
me to wish to kill your bill.’’ 

‘“‘No, Ido not; but let us fix the matter up 
and pass the bill,’’ said Mr. Rice. 

Senator Whitfield calied attention to the 
present law, which gave the convicts of a 
county not having an organized chaingang 
the right to rent prisoners to the first city or 
county with such a gang that should apply for 
them, and making it unlawful to hire out con- 
victs. It was right to make a law for the 
hiring out of these county convicts to other 
counties, and it was equitable to devote the 
proceeds to the payment of insolvent costs to 
the officers of the court which convicted them. 

He thought Senator Strother, who had at the 
last session brought in a billto pay the ofticers 
of court for insolvent costs was now very in- 
consistent in opposing a@ measure which had 
the same effect. 

Senator Rece said there should be compen- 
sat.on to the counties which convicted the 
prisoners. ‘‘They have hired convicts to Ful- 
ton couuty from other counties, and now we 
want a law tomake it legal for them to con- 
tract with other counties. They are largely 
carried now to the convict camps of the state.”’ 

“Do Ll unterstand the senator to state that as 
a fact,’ asked Senator Bartlett. 

“I was told that they were carried into the 
state couvictcanips’’ said Senator Rice. 

senaior &. KR. Uarris argued agaist the 
amecndinent. He thought at least some of the 
money Gauzhtto gointo the county treasurer, 
as the sherifis and clerks were compensated by 
per diems for tbeir extra work in convicting 
these criminals. He was willing to divide the 
nioney and give to the officers out of the hire 
of convicts the amount of the fines against 
those prisouers, but he was not willing to give 
them the rest that it might Le applied to 
other cases of insolvent costs. 

Iie submited an amendment to that effect, 
and it was read by the secretary. 

_ Pending the question on the amendment 
Senator Bartlett moved to recommit the bill 
to the general judiciary committee, and his 
motion Was Carried,

The Digest Completed Today—The Results 
Stated. 

Avuaeusta, Ga., August 9.—[Special.]—The 
digest of the taxable property of Richmond 
county was completed today and shows a total 
of $22,138,120, The loss to the city of Angusta 
and lands on the river below the city from the 
great overflow of last year was said to be from 
a million toa million and a half dollars, and 
with this disastrous blow the record of the 
present fiseal year was begun. Despite the 
low returns, many property holders declaring 
a depreciation of 25 per cent and more in valu- 
tion, the digest shows a difference of only 
$18,770 from last year’s figures. In recoguition 
of the heavy losses sustained by the planters 
the assessors have been lénient in assessing 
the valuable farming lands along the river 
bottoms, and the aggregate value of the land 
shows a decrease of $47,540, while, on the 
other hand, despite heavy losses in the city, 
the value of city and town property in the 
country shows an increase of §371,510; cotton 
Inanufaciuring shows an increase of $77,300; 
household and kitchen furniture, $23,800, and 
other property not enumerated, $52,220. All 
things considered, Keceiver Hollingsworth 
makes a good showing for Richmond this year. 
A good crop year will put the people in better 
spirits, and next year will again show this 
county abreast of the growing and progressive 
counties of Georgia. -

What the Macon Military Say About Sena to 
Shannon’s Bill. 

Macon, Ga., August 8.—[Special.]—Several 
well known military men of Macon haye spoken 
today to your correspondent about Senator 
Shannon’s bill to abolish all exemptions from 
jury duty in felony cases, and they protest 
against the Telegraph editorially throwing 
upon the military companies of Macon 
the burden of the law’s delay, and 
chiefly charging that because 
of military jury exemptions, counties have 
suffered unnecessary expense and the interest 
of society have suffered. The Telegraph had

In order that the legislature may receive 
enlightenment on the matter of jury exemp- 
tions in Bibb county, THE CONSTITUTION 
is requested by the leading members of the 
Macon military to publish the following facts, 
figures and comments: 

‘“‘There are 584 exemptions from jury duty | 
in Bibb county as follows: Mflitary 100; law- 
yers 58; board of education 17; dentists 8; rail- 
way imailclerks 20; apothecaries 18; doctors 
65; railroad engineers 160; ministers of the 
gospel 75; telegraph linemen 1; police 35; road 
commissioners 27. Total known 584, Railroad 
officials, not including engineers, unknown. 

‘‘Number of white polls 2,934; colored, 2,772; 
totai, 5,706. At a recent inspection of the 
yoting lists in the county election in last Jan- 
uary a special committee of the grand jury 
found 1,403 that do not appear on the polls. of 
the tax book. Adding these, there is a total 
of 7,109in Bibb. Even to divide this number 
by two, a most liberal division, there 
ought to be at Ileast 3,554 names in 
the jury box, Jess the 584 exemp- 
tious, or a total of 2,970. There are realiy 
only 900 names in the jury box,so there are two 
thousand and seventy men in Kbibb county 
who are not intelligent and upright ciiizens, 
and this conclusion is reached after the liberal 
deduction of one-half the polls for colored and 
white men presumed to be lacking in intelli- 
gence end uprightness. The plain presumption 
is thatfully two thousand men have been 
disqualified from serving their county and 
doing their duty 23 jurors. Does 
any sane nan doubt that jurorsin abundance 
could have been found to impartially try Wool- 
folk if these two thousand men had not been 
disqualified by the jury commissioners. 

‘It is the opinion of many thinking persons 
that the law should be so amended as to have 
the commission consist of one man 
from each ward in the city and 
onu from each district in the county. Recent- 
ly Ribb county has had reason to be proud of 
her juries, but the fact is too nice a discrimi 
nation has been made. Well dressed jurors: 
wearing White linen cuffs and collars is pleas— 
ant te look upon in the courthouse, but it is 
hard on the $00 wearers of laundried linen and 
mortifying to the two thousand respectable, in- 
telligent and upright men in the county 
who have been disqualified perhaps for no 
better reason than that they would not appear 
well in the courthouse. Good appearing ju 
rors are desirable, but for justice sake don’t 
throw out so many of the honest, intelligent 
and upright men on such over nice discriimina- 
tion. 

‘‘Bibb county has an abundance of é0mpes 
tent jurors. Put their names in the box and 
there need be no more of that claptrap talk 
about a few military exemptions preventing 
the trial of red-handed murderers.”’

Jim Sanford Found Six Miles Outside of 


Rome. 

Romp, Ga., August 9.—[Special.!—News 
reached the city at a late hour last night that 
D. W. Smith and his posse captured Sanford, 
the man who .murdered Salmon last Sunday 
evening, about.six miles from Rome, out on 
the Summerville road. Some farmers, who 
came into town, stated that they met the posse 
of twelve men and the prisoner near Taylor’s 
Ridge a little after noon yesterday. The pris- 
oner was on horseback and one of the posse 
was leading his horse. His feet were bandaged 
and hobbled underneath the belly of a gray 
horse. He was captured just this side of 
Arimuchee creek. 

The officers happened to stop a few minutes 
for rest and one of the horses chanced to wan- 
der a few yards out to the roadside in quest of 
rations, when suddenly the lone refugee sprang 
out of a clump of bushes and madea clear 
streak for life and liberty, but the determined 
mob meant business and fired several shots in 
that direction. The bullets  whis- 
tled thick and fast around him, 
and he made some very loud ap- 
peals for mercy. Tio prisoner looked as if 4 
had eaten very little since the tragedy. His 
clothes were torn into rags,’and it looked as if 
he had been making some terrible dashes 
among the briers. It is likely that he will be 
brought to Rome for safe keeping, as there is- 
a very bitter feeling among the citizens in the 
neighborhood where he lived. From the re- 
ports it would seem that there is a very strong 
determination of lynching him.

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Brother Blaine’s Jingoism. 
The probability is that the seizure of the 
‘English vessel, the Black Diamond, will lead 
to developments serious enough to compel 
Brother Blaine and the republican adminis- 
tration to unload their celebrated American 
policy. 5 | 

When Brother Blaine was a candidate for 
the presidency, his American policy figured 
asa very big affair, but no one, noteven the 
organ closest to Mr. Blaine, was able to 
describe it except in a very vague way. It 
isa policy that evidently needs something 
more than Mr. Blaine’s success.to fully de- 
velop it. If the Behring seaincident suc- 
ceeds in doing this it will be a very fortunate 
thing for the country, for that incident can 
be explained and apologized for, whereas, a 
more vigorous and studied application of it 
would undoubtedly lead to serious as wellas 
costly results. : 

It hag been many long years since the 
Briton trod on the American coat-tail, and, 
during those years thrift has taught him 
politeness. Nevertheless, polite as the 
Briton is, he is always ready to look after 
his own business and take care of his own 

‘affairs. He is not going to be imposed on 
with impunity, and heis always ready to 
erect the bristles on his back. 

It would be a very pretty end of Brother 

_Blaine’s jingo policy if the capture of the 
British vessel in Behring sea should be the 
means of bringing to our golden shores a 
number of English gunboats. America is 
a@ great and glorious country, and itis inhab- 
ited by a large number of patriotic people— 
principally democrats—but it is not yet 
prepared to take John Bull by- the horns on 
the . high seas, or anywhere else, 

In the event of a row,,brought about by 
Brother Blaine’s jingeism, the only showing 


re coast of the United 
Oceans would be exposed to devastation. 
The jingo policy won’t do when it is ap- 
plied to England. The United States tried 
it toa certain extent during the war and 
their humiliation was complete. Mr. Sew- 
ard, who was Brother Blaine’s predecessor, 
andamuch abler man in every way, was 
compelled to surrender Mason and Slidell at 
the demand of the British government. 
There is nobody to surrender to England 
now, but the same party is in power, and 
we may be very sure that if thereis any 
flunking to do it will be done in fine style. 
Brother Blaine’s jingoism may be worth 
something in bringing about an understand- 
ing, but otherwise it isn’t worth a pinch of 
snuff. 


The Old Order of Things, 

More than a century ago one William 
Cooper, an old-fashioned, God-fearing 
citizen of Boston, wrote in his diary: 

“God forbid that the Time should ever come, 
when the young, loose, aud profane part of the 
Town shall be the majority, and sotake the man- 
agementof our Affairs! out of the bands of the 
sober, solid part of thecommunity. May this Town 
yet be remarkable for the strict observance of the 
Teord’s Day, and O, revive Family Religion and 
Family Government in the midst ofus, and may we 
in this place bea pattern and example tothe rest 
of our Land, of everything praiseworthy.’’ 

Family religion and family government! 

Under the old order of things these were 
the strongest pillars of society. The people 
of those days escaped many of the so-called 
*problems which now vex the citizen. They 
went through a course of religious and 
and moral training in the family. Until 
they reached the age of manhood they were 
under family government. 

In looking back upon that age everything 
looks very crude to us. The simple mode of 
Jife—the Jack of what we call modern con- 
veniences—make such a state of existence 
appear from our point of view almost semi- 
civilized. But under the influence of family 
religion and family government were 
moulded the really great inen of the nation 
—the men who formed our institutions— 
the men whose names shine like beacon 
lights through the mist of time! 

-In those primitive days fathers and moth- 
ers did not turmtheir children loose tu get 
their religion, or miss getting it, at church, 
at Sunday-schocl, or in the street. They 
looked after their souls at home. They did 
notturn ovér the government and training 
of their youngsters to the state. They kept 
a watchful eye on their habits, their man- 
ners, the books they read and the company 
they kept. Those old-fashioned people 
believed in local government, family gov- 
ernment and self-government, and their 
sons and daughters kept society straight 
until the convulsion of a mighty civil war 
unsettled everything. 

There is nothing better for us today than 
old man Cooper’s wish writtén down in his 
diary, especially this golden sentence: 

“Revive Family Religion and” Family 
Government in the midst of us!’’ 


Tho Era of ‘Cryptograms, 

The writer who publishes a book is now 
compelled to take additional risks. Form- 
erly he had only to run the gauntlet of the 
critics, which was bad enough, orto chal- 
lenge the indifference of the public, which 
Was worse; but now he stands in terrorof a 
new craze that has been developed since 
that prince of sane idiots, Ignatius Don- 
nelly, discovered a cryptogram in Shak- 
speare’s plays. 

An author can stand the critics—the 
silence or their gibes; he can even face ina 
complacent way the indifference of the 
‘public; but how is he to face this new enemy 
and how is heto evade him. This terror 
of modern authorship may be described in 
_ & general way as the cryptogram fiend. 
As a specimen of his methods, it may be 
well to relate the experiéneé of an obscure 


author who printed a book two years ago, 
This book, modest in its way. but elegantly 
bound and embellished, is entitled, ‘‘Lake 
George Camp and Canoe Chats.’’ In this 
book is a character called Mrs. Jansen, 
who was portrayed as a married flirt. 

No one ever suspected that this character 
was aphotograph, but Mr. Adam H. New- 
combe, of New York, now rises to remark 
that the portrait of Mrs. Jansen in the book 
is intended to represent his wife Ada, and 
he now proposes to bring suit for dan.ages 
against the publishers for $25,000. 

Mr. Newcombe maintains that the slander 
does not appear openly in the book, but that 
it isin the formof acryptogram. He dis- 
covered this by taking the first letter of the 
first word of each chapter, the second letter 
of the second word of each chapter, and the 
first letter of the third word of each chap— 
ter. From this it appears that no author Is 
safe, and no author can afford to write a 
book unless he can prove beforehand that it 
contains no cryptogram. 

But howisthis tobe done? According 
to the Donnelly theory a cryptogram can be 
wrested from every book that has ever been 
or ever will be published, and there is no 
escaping the result. Hereafter every cautious 
author will arrange his chapters so that the 
first, second and third letters of the first, 
second and third words will read: ‘‘Posi- 
tively no cryptogram in this work!”’ 


The Educational Machine. 

The Richmond Times has some ideas of 
ts own upon the educational problem, and 
it expresses them boldly. 

Our Richmond contemporary says that 
what it calls the educational machine turns 
out an immense number of failures—special- 
ists who are lop-sided, half awakened, gen- 
erally uneducated and undeveloped, without 
large views, and both narrow and ignorant; 
and besides these specialists, there are oth- 
ers Who come under the head of empirics, 
shysters, ignoramuses and vulgarians. 

But the educational machine is a showy 
affair, and it bewilders many people and 
deceives them. It turns out youngsters 
who know a lot of remarkable tricks—tricks 
of figures, tricks of science, tricks of litera- 
ture and so on. They can answer ques- 
tions which would be beyond the capacity 
of a learned pig, and yet there is something 
wanting, and the labor of these young peo- 
ple seems to have been largely vanity and 
vexation of spirit, vain repetitions, culti- 
vating dry sticks with an empty watering 
pot. : 

What is the remedy? It is easy to ask 
the question, but it is a hard omc vo answer. 
The Times is quite rcady to smash the edu- 
cational machip., but it has no substitute 
t says: 

here is no royal road to large and usefu! man- 
bd. It is notin man that walketh to direct his 
ns. God educates every one of us in a thousand 
ys. The best thing we can do in educating is to 
se up the powers and light the lights of the 
bd; to make life sweet and pleasant, and igno- 
8 uncomfortable, identified with danger, help- 
ess and ignorance, and stimulate therough 
investigation; to fix the loves and affections of the 
soul on high and pure things; to display excellent 
standards and models and teach true weights and 
measures of value; to kindle aspiration, not for 
office or profit, but for the good and true and beau- 
tiful everywhere. Whatever helps to these ends 
educates. Whatever stirs our manhood educates, 
and that only.- A fight, a misfortune, a mortifiea- 
tion, a heavy responsibility, that makes us fee! our 
power and exert it, does more to education than a 
dozen high schools, private tutors and universities, 
Aud to the awakened soul all the world is full of 
instruction and wisdom. Therefore, our sentence 
is: Whatsoever things are true, whatsoever things 
are honest, whatsoever things are just, whatsoever 
things are pure, whatsoever things are lovely and 
of good report, think of and saturate your mind 
with these things and you will find schools and 
scbhoolmasters everywhere. If the eye is single, the 
whole bedy is full of light. Large freedom comes 
only of devotion to truth. 

It will, doubtless, occur to the thoughtful 
reader that it is possible to utilize the best 
points, the best results of the educational 
machine, in a way that will awaken and 
light up the mind of the student instead of 
darkening and deadening it. From the very 
beginning, a youth should be trained to 
master books, ideas and facts, so that he 
will be able to use them. This kind of 
sway and mastery {is a part of genuine edu- 
cation. The victim of sham education is 
dominated by books, borrowed ideas and 
the facts that have been crammed into him. 
Strengthen a boy’s thinking power and his 
individuality, and he will use the educa- 
tional machine instead of being used by it. 
This part of a boy’s education must be at- 
tended to at home. When a youngster is 
ruined by our modern system of education, 
it is because a defective home training paved 
the way to his ruin.

Senator Rice defeated Judge Hammond in 
the nomination by. an overwhelming majority, 
when the jndge’s avowed plat‘uorm was just such 
as isembodied in his scheme. Senator Riee an- 
nounced himself all along as Leing unequivocally 
opposed to anything that looked to meddling with 
tbe local option law by the adoption of any 
such measure as _ this. Therefore, Senator 
Rice would be untrue to his constituents if he dab- 
bled i. any such undertaking. 

Messrs. O'Neill, Howelland Venable were out- 
spoken in support of Colonel Rice in his position. 
They have ecacii announced themselves as being un- 
hesitatingly opposed to Judge Hammond’s proposi- 
tion ani he can, therefore, gain nothing further 
concerning the stand they take by a controversy. 

Judge Hammond was defeated and he ought to 
rest for awhile, satisfied that the people knew what 
they were doing when they voted against his prop- 
osition in electing Mr. Rice. 

Judge Hammond ought to know that the whoie- 
sale idea, exclusively, would be vastlf worse than 
the present well regulated system by which 
the sale of liquor is governed, His 
idea; if carried out, would result more than ever in 
doing what prohibition did. It would make every 
man’s office a barroom, and every man’s bottle 
would Le inconvenient reach.

Jet it 
stand as it is. The license is $1,000; 
the sale is confined to narrow limits, 
and the restrictions are very rigid.

TWO GENTLEMEN GO ON A SERIOUS 
MISSIUN. 


Mr. Pat Calhoun and Mr. J. D, Williamson Left the 
City Last Night—Thsy Are to Meet Today in 
Alabama—Gossip About the Affair.

BEGINNING OF THE TROUBLE,

Both parties will reach the place of meeting 
early this morning, when further communica- 
tion between them will be carried on. 

Captain Jackson carried with him a pair of 
duelling pistols which were believed by those 
who saw them to indicate that the worst is 
anticipated.

| GEN. ALEXANDER TALKS 


ABOUT THE STATEMENTS OF COLO- 
NEL WILLIAMSON. 


General E, P. Alexander Makes a Detailed State- 
ment About the Chattanooga, Rome and Car} 
roliton and the Central—A Word From Mr 
Williamson. 


In yesterday’s Constitution appeared the 
following as a portion ofthe report of the 
mecting of the railroad committee of the house 


of representatives: 

Mr, Calhoun asked for the attention ol the come 
mittee fora moment. So far as the motion pending 
referred to him he said thet he had not come pre- 
pared to make any syeech,. But he wanted tosay @ 
word of a personal nature. 

The gentleman who had spoken as he claimed for 
the independent lines, had laid great stress upom 
the independence of the line with which he wae 
connected, 

“If anybody is entitled to the credit of that road’s 
independence,” said Colonel Calhoun, “it is my- 
self, The gentleman knows that the first project he 
had in the building of this road was to un!oad itom 
the Central. That would have been done had I not 
stood iu the way. I wouldn’t allow the Central to 
be loaded down with the sort of a contract he 
and his colleagues proposed. The most serioua 
contests 1 have ever had since my connection with 
railrog is grew out of this C2ntral railroad, etc. Two 
years ago I failed to get the general counselship of 
the Central because I refused the proposition of 

eople interested in both roads to allow the Centra 
to be loaded down with the contract which they 
proposed.”’

Concerning thestatements bee 
tween Mr. Calhoun and Mr. Williamson, Gene 
eral Alexander sent to THE ConsTITUTION the 
following statement: 

GENERAL ALEXANDER’S STATEMENT. 

Ihave seen the statements in the papers. 
My recollection of the matter is as follows: 
“Wr. Willfamson catwe from Atlanta to Sa- 
vannah a short Oo Ala Sree Lene 
uary, 1887, which placed me at the head of, 
the Central road, and Mr. Calhoun and his 
brother onthe board of directors. He came 
with a plan to build a road from Chattanooga 
to Carroliton, utilizing the narrow gauge road 
from Rome to Cedartown, and to sell the samé 
tothe Central, the road to be built upon 
bonds which the Central should 
indorse and receive. for the _ indorse=- 
ment a majoiity of the stock of that road. IE 
discussed the matter with him quite at length, 
and understood from him that he had discussed 
it with others of our directors. I listened toall 
he had to say aud referred him to Mr. Hollins, 
who was at that time our vice president and 
financial agent in New York. I would have 
been willing for the Central to have taken an 
interest in the road upon fairterms. Mr. Wil- 
liamson went to New York, and a short while 
afterward I met him _ there, and 
fonnd that he and Mr. Hollins hag 
agreed together upon a plan by which Mr. 
Williamson was to build the road on bonds in- 
dorsed by the Central, to lease it to the Cen- 
tral and to give the Central a majority of its 
stock. My rocoliection is that the Central was 
to indorse 318,000 per mile of first mortgage 
bonds, and Mr. Williamson’s road was to issue 
in addition $15,000 per mile of in- 
come bonds to a _ construction company 
and about the same amount of stock. The 
Central road was to receive only 51 per cent. of 
the stock, none of the bonds, either income or 
first mortgage, for the indorsement. It was 
to lease the road, paying to Mr. Wiiliamson’s 
road 40 per cent. of its gross earnings fur the 
whole term of the lease. <A preliminary agrees 
ment to about this effect had been signed by 
Mr. Williamson and Mr. Hollins, subject to 
my ratification, but I declined to ratify it be- 
cause I considered these terms too oner- 
ous for the Central. The matter 
was fully discussed by the members 
of our board in New York and others inter- 
ested in the Central property- Mr. Join Cal- 
houn and Mr. Pat Calhoun both earnestly and 
actively opposed any contract at ail with Mr, 
Williamson, and urged instead that the Cen- 
tral should extend the Savannah, Grillin aud 
North Alabama rvilroad to Decatur, Ala. 
Their position was that the Central should 
not build at all frem Carrollton to Chatta- 
nooga, but should wait until the existing lcase 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad expired 
and to endeavor first to secure a Chattanooga 
connectiou by a lease of that road. They said 
that if they were overruled by this pro- 
ject to build from Carrollton to Chat- 
tanooga, they would insist absolutely 
the extension being built for and 
by the Central railroad, and that they could 
not permit the Central property to be loaded. 
down by the trade proposed. The position of 
the Calhouns resulted in defeating William— 
son’s proposed trade with the Centra! railroad, 
And it made I think some feeling toward; Mr, 
Calhoun on the part of some of the gentlemen 
interested with Mr. Williamson. So impor- 
tant did I deem this matter that I put my 
views in writing against the employment of 
construction companies to build the exten- 
sions for the Central system. Since the 
Chattanooga, Rome and Carrollton rvad has 
been completed, I have frequently understood 
from our friends in New hork that tle parties 
there who own it were desirous of selling it to 
us, and were making overtures to that effect, 
and such an overture was made to me in per- 
son by one of the leading gentlemen connected 
with it within the past four months. 

Mr. Williamson also made me a proposition 
to lease the Savannah, Griffin and North Ala- 
bama railroad. but it involved the Central’s 
surrendering or losing some three or four hun—

“dred thousand dollars of interest, and it was 


declined as we are not in the business of ieas- 
ing roads to other people, but of running them 
ourselves.

| THE OYSTER BILL. 

The substitute oyster bill, as amended, 

d the house yesterday. 

Ali hands are satisfied—nearly. It wasa 
compromise representing every interest in the 
oyster industry in Georgia, and passed unani- 
mously. 

The substitute bill was intended to repeal 
section 1,620 of the code. This 1s stricken ont 
and section 1620 left as now exists so that the 
owners of taxable lands are protected if they 
plant oysters upon their own land between 
the high and low water marks. 

In section 4, in the fourth and eighth lines, 
figures 120 stricken out and replaced by fig 
ures 3,000, and by adding at the end of the sec- 
tion ‘‘and for sale.”’ 

In section 7, fourth line, figures 120 replaced 
by figures 1,000, and it is further ainended by 
inserting in eighth line after words ‘‘natural 
public beds” the words ‘‘which have not, prior 
to the application been resorted to by the pub- 
lic for the purpose of procuring oysters by the 
use of tongs for consumption orsale.’’ Also 
by adding to said section ‘‘nor to territory 
within 120 fect of the line of ordinary mean low 
tide in front of and adjoining habitable high 
Jands returned for taxation.”’ 

Section 9 is amended by striking from fifth 
line the figures 120 and inserting figures 
1,000. Also by inserting after the 
words ‘‘count com missioners or 
ordinary” the words, ‘shall require the appli- 
cants to advertise in the newspaper which is 
the oflicial organ of the countyin which the 
territory is located ‘fur thirty days a notice of 
gaid application particularly describing the 
territory desired and its location in reference 
to the nearest lands, and upon the expiration 
of said advertisement the county commission- 
ers or ordinary, unless satisfactory proof has 
been made to them, or hearing dnuiy had that 
gaid territory bas, priorto the filing of said 
application, been resorted to by the public for 
the purpose of procuring oysters by the use of 
tongs sale or for cousumption, to grant, etc.”’ 

Strike out “99 years’”’ in ninth line—insert 
"50 years.’’ 

Add to section 16 ‘‘and provided further that 
it shall not be lawiul for any applicant for ter- 
ritory upon which to replant oysters to receive 
a lease for any of the beds or planting grounds 
of the natural oyster beds, which are resorted 
to by the public for the purpose of tonging 
Oyesters for consumption or sale.”’ 

An additional section is added to make the 
Jaw go iuto effect January 1, 1890.

FOR FRUIT SHIPPERS. 

Mr. Holtzclaw, of Houston, introduced an 
important bill yesterday.

He sits in the extreme corner on the speaker’s 
right, so far away from the galleries that he is 
apt to escape notice unless poiated out or dis- 
covered by accident.

He never takes part in the discussions of the 
house, and the records of the house are pe- 
culiarly brief in the McIvor chapter. 

But the record was broken yesterday. 

The colored contingent introduced a bill that 
will make him famous. It was the sensation 
of the day and will gofinto history as 

M’IVOR'S BILL. 

The following is a literal copy: 

“State of Georgia. To the geueral assembly, July 
Bession, 1839. 

A bill to be entitled, ‘An act to incorporate the 
Supreme Grand Lodge Chief Order Knights of Hon- 
or of the World. (colored.)’ 

Whereas, certain persons of the United States 
have associated themselves together to promote 
benerolence, morality, science, and industry in

tion, who has complied with ail its lawful require - 
ments, asumnotto exceed two thousand dollars, 
shall be the highest amouut paid by this order, be 
paid to the family. oras may be Direct to provide 
for creating a fund for the reliet of the sick and dis- 
tressed members and to ameliorate the condition of 
education and humanity in every possible manner.

The next provides for annual and special 
mectings at such time and place as a majority 
of its voting members may select. The pri- 
vate property of members shall be exempt 
from corporate debts. 

Finally, the ‘‘said corporation asks to be in- 
corporated for twenty years with the full 
pleasure to renew at the expiration of that 
time.”’ 

THE OBJECT OF THE BILL. 

It is noticed that the first name on the list 
is thatof Jefferson Davis Allen, and that all 
but two or three of the incorporators are 


Atlanta negroes. 
Allen—the professor—is well known here, 
He is a stately, dignified darky who has 

ficured prominently in several such schemes as 

this. He has swamped quite a number of 
rivate banks and widows’ relief funds. He. 
as founded insurance companies without 
number, managing usually to make himsclf 
treasurer and emegy He is achestnut in 
supreme grand lodges and ladies benevolent 
socicties. 

He has been arrested a number of times and 
sent to jail for cheating and swindling, but he 
swindles in small amounts and the cases are 
usually dropped out on this account. 

He will doubtless be president of the new 
order—ard treasurer. e goes into history, at 
any rate, with the MclIvor bill.

“Rebecca J. Allen it aught to be,’’ she said 
when asked her name last night. 

She is aravying maniac. Divested of every 
scrap of clothing she was clinging to the bars 
of her cell, looking down atthe floor with an 
expression of horror indiscribable. 

When told to get down and dress herself, 
she said that she was afraid. “That thing 
down there’ll eat me up. He las got my clothes 
in his nose.’’ 

It would make any one shudder tohear her 
describe the monsters that she imagines are 
creeping and crouching about the floor of her 
cell. 

Her father and mother are worthy colored 
people, and this is their only child. She looks 
to be about eighteen years old, and appears to 
have been well raised and educated. 

Some time ago she went upto Roswell, in 
Cobb county, to teach school. Two weeks ago 
she became iil, and a physician gave her a 
prescription. Her father thinks that the 
medicine had an_ effect opposite from 
what was desired, and when he went to bring 
her home she developed symptoms of insanity. 

She was brouglit to the stationhouse Wednes- 
day and locked up, since which time she has 
been a raving maniac, tearing her clothing en- 
tirely off and not being able to eat any food, 
so dazed and bewildered is her brain. 

It is a very sad case, and a writ of lunacy 
will probably be sworn out unless her parents 
can induce her to go to the country, which 
they are trying to do.
